Pointing out that a junior 
coljegc here would serve a 
number of local needs, Judge 
Lawton said that such an ir| - 
stituaion would offer college 
courses for students who pre- 
fer to remain at home for 
their first two years of col- 
lege, and technical or voca- 
tional courses for those who 
want to improve" their, voca- 
tional skills or train for new 
jobs. Evening college and 
vocational classes would be 
provided for adults. 

Classes in the new, Lake 
County Junior College could 
begin in the fall of 1068 in 
"shared facilities" — class- 
room, borrowed or rented 
from cooperating school dls^ 
triets, Judge Lawton, said.
